FOURTH REPORT OF THE STANDING COMMITTEE 
ON COUNTY ROADS 


To the Warden and Members of the Council 
of the County of Oxford: 


Gentlemen,—Your Committee beg to report as follows— 


Ist. After the road programme was passed by. the County 
Council at the March Session of County Council, your Committee 
proceeded with the work for the year. Specifications were prepared 
and tenders cajled on supplies, trucking and equipment rental. Awards 
were made to the lowest tenderer and in cases of identical quota- 
tions on supplies, the requirements are being divided between the 
companies quoting with consideration to the cost on the job and the 
suitability of the materials for the work being done. 


2nd. Although the frost penetrated the road grades to a con- 
siderable depth last winter the weather this spring was favourable 
to the roads and the frost came out without any serious break-ups. 
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Winter maintenance including snow and ice control cost approxi- 
mately $15,000.00 more this year than last year and the overall gen- 
eral maintenance has been $12,000.00 more. 


The gravel resurfacing scheduled for the year was completed 
by June Ist and the first application of dustlayer on all of the gravel 
has been completed. Shoulders of the roads are now being mowed 
and chemical weed killer now in stock will be applied shortly. 


3rd. Tenders have been called for two structures on Road 24 
east of Tavistock and the Grading, Structures and Base Courses on 
the easterly half of Road 33. Awards were made on the two struc- 
tures on Road 24 to Clubb and Nicholson of London at a total con- 
tract price of $16,262.00. The two structures will cost, including 
materials and supervision $22,905.60. 


The contract on Road 33 was awarded to John Murray Con- 
struction Ltd. at a price of $65,572.90 and the over-all cost including 
materials and services supplied by the County is estimated at $108,- 
752.00. Tenders are being called for the superstructure of the bridge 
on Road 3 and the bridge on the South Norwich-Dereham Boundary 
to close on Friday, June 15. Tenders on the remainder of the grading 
and structures outlined in the year’s programme will be called to- 
ward the end of June and the tenders on the paving work some two 
to three weeks later. 


4th. There has been expended on the County Road System to 
June lst the sum of $180,787.28.

I am pleased to report that there has been considerable increase 
in assessment and valuations.in the year 1961, which indicates we 
have been enjoying a normal, healthy growth within the County.

The proposed 1962 equalization figures are (with one exception) 
the total amount of the revised taxable assessment shown on the local 
assessment rolls for the year 1961, plus additions made under Section 
54 of The Assessment Act. It is felt that the local assessments bear 
a just relation one to another and are so close in all municipalities that, 
therefore, the local assessment total of each should be the equalized 
total of each for County purposes. The valuations of Provincial, 
Federal and Ontario Hydro Properties upon which grants in lieu of 
taxes are paid, will be added to the gross total foe the peigcindry 
of county rates in the year 1963, 


NOTE 1. The one exception is a municipality which has a 
large industrial fixed assessment and the Assessment Committee feel 
that, as this is purely a local matter, the equalized assessment of this 
municipality, for County purposes, should be increased to some ex- 
tent to compensate for this fixed assessment. 
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NOTE 2. There were amendments to The Assessment Act in 
the years 1960 and 1961 whereby the valuations of Provincial, Fed- 
eral and Ontario Hydro Electric Power Commission Properties upon 
which grants in lieu of taxes are paid are to be added to the aggre- 
gate valuations of each municipality to form the basis for the ap- 
portioning of County Rates. These valuations are set out in Schedule 
“C” of this report. 


NOTE 3. Assessments made pursuant to Section 54 of The 
Assessment Act which are to be added for the purposes of equaliza- 
tion consist of new buildings, additions and new business placed on 
the supplementary roll by the assessor as of January Ist, 1962 and 
liable for the full 12 months’ taxes in the year 1962. 


AMENDMENTS TO THE ASSESSMENT ACT 
WORTHY OF NOTE ARE : — 


1961 — Section 93a, which authorizes the appointment of a 
County Assessment Commissioner by a County Council with the 
unanimous assent of the members thereof and provides for a county- 
wide assessment under such commissioner. 


1962 — Section 93b, which authorizes the County, at the request 
of one or more municipalities, to appoint the County Assessor as 
assessor for such municipality or municipalities, and thereafter he 
is for all purposes deemed to be the assessor for each of such muni- 
cipalities. Additional costs incurred by the County being appor- 
tioned amongst the municipalities involved. These municipalities 
would no longer have assessment at the local level. 


ADDITIONAL ASSESSMENT FOR CURRENT YEAR TAXATION 


SECTION 53 of The Assessment Act states that new buildings, 
additions, property ceasing to be exempt, and new businesses, etc., 
shall be taxed from the first of the month following the transmission 
of the assessment notice, when the property is occupied or fit for 
occupancy, i.e. assessment is placed on the tax roll of the current 
year for 10 months, 6 months or as the case may be. 
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The County’s share of this additional revenue in the year 1961 
was in the amount of $4,989.56, which is certainly of great benefit to- 
wards defraying the cost of your County Assessor’s Office. These as- 
sessment figures and taxes are set out in detail on one of the pages 
of this report. 


The local Assessors and your County Assessor are continuously 
working, picking up new assessment under Section 53 and 54 to the 
benefit of the local municipalities and the County as a whole. This 
points up the fact that making the local assessors more or less full 
time men, with assessment as their principal occupation, and paying 
them according to their duties and capabilities is sound business 
practice, as the assessors are paying their way to a great extent 
through this additional revenue. Before the County Assessment Sys- 
tem was adopted in Oxford County, very little, if any revenue was de- 
rived from this source and the County received no additional revenue 
at all.

A schedule comparing the proposed 1962 equalization of rateable 
property, business assessment and valuations on Crown Grant Proper- 
ty in the County with the 1961 equalization figures.

A schedule which shows the amount of valuations of Crown 
Properties eligible for grants to be added to the aggregate equaliza- 
tion of each municipality and the sum total of the two is the amount

assessment added under Section 53 of The Assessment Act for 
part of the year, the amount of taxes accruing, and the County’s 
share of such taxation. 


(b) A list, showing the amount of assessment added under Sec- 
tion 54 of The Assessment Act as of January Ist, for full taxation 
in the year 1962. This forms part of the equalization and is also 
shown on Schedule “A”. 


(c) A compiled. percentage sheet showing the breakdown of 
various type properties within each municipality. The totals 
throughout the County are also shown with the percentage 
each bears to the whole. 


GENERAL 


In these days of rapid progress and changing conditions the as- 
sessor must have a modern, efficient record system, and by careful 
planning and programming, maintain an equalized assessment roll 
with all types of properties uniformly and equitably assessed. We 
in Oxford County take pride in the fact that we have a modern and 
streamlined system and can maintain our assessment through the 
efficiency of collecting and using all data pertaining to assessment. 
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We hold iegular meetings, as well, of all the local assessors 
These are particularly beneficial in bringing the assessors up-to-date 
on new legislation, discussing our problems, checking with each other 
on various types of assessment, and correlating the thinking of the 
assessors so that all are conversant with each others’ methods of pro- 
cedure and thus ensuring equity in every municipality within the 
County. 


REPORTS 


The local assessors and I, commencing in the year of 1956, have 
compiled an Annual Assessment Report for each of the municipalities. 
These reports give all pertinent data regarding assessment within 
each municipality. In our office we check the figures, balance the 
reports, and run them off on stencils for presentation of the reports 
to the incoming Council at their first meeting in the New Year. These 
reports are of inestimable value to the Councils, Clerks, School 
Boards and other interested parties. 


[have acted as Chairman on various Boards of Arbitration in the 
equalization of High School Districts in the past year, as well as on 
several equalizations of. Union School Sections. Often these equali- 
zations involve other surrounding Counties. 


We have had three new appointments last year, and I am pleased 
to report that the three new assessors are eager to learn the basic 
principles and mechanics of assessment and are all doing a splendid 
job for their municipalities. All are very interested in their work and 
this makes for a good assessor. One of these men also found the time 
to take the first year of the three year training course at Queen’s 
University for assessors, and it is good to report that ne passed his 
first year examinations. 


Throughout the years, including my service with the Depart- 
ment of Municipal Affairs, I have gained a wide knowledge of Muni- 
cipal work and have given of my time and knowledge to various muni- 
cipalities when called upon by our local councils, clerks and treasurers, 
and am available in the field of Municipal Administration at any time. 
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I wish to express my sincere appreciation to all County and Muni- 
cipal. Officials, and to all members of the County Council for their 
co-operation throughout the year.

BY-LAW NO. 17381 
Of the Municipal Council of the County of Oxford. 


BEING a By-law to declare that The Labour Relations Act, R.S.O. 
1960, Chapter 202, shall not apply. 


WHEREAS the Labour Relations Act, R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 202, Sec- 
tion 89, provides that any municipality as defined in the Department 
of Municipal Affairs Act may declare that the Labour Relations Act 
shall not apply to its relations with its employees or any of them. 


AND WHEREAS the Department of Municipal Affairs Act, R.S.O. 
1960, Chapter 98, section 1 (f) defines “Municipality” as the corpora- 
tion of a County, City, Town, Village, Township or improvement 
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district and includes a local board thereof, and a board, commission 
or other local authority exercising any power with respect to muni- 
cipal affairs or purposes. 


AND WHEREAS the Corporation of the County of Oxford deems it 
advisable to declare that the Labour Relations Act shall not apply to 
its relations with its employees or any of them. 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT AND IT IS HEREBY ENACTED THAT 
The Corporation of the County of Oxford hereby declares that the 
Labour Relations Act, R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 202 and all amendments 
thereto, shall not apply to the Corporation of the County of Oxford 
with respect to its employees or any of them.

BY-LAW NO. 1732 
Of the Municipal Council of the County of Oxford. 


A By-law to grant Western Gypsum Products Limited authority, per- 
mission and right to construct, establish and maintain corridors, means 
of communication and facilities, incidental to mining, under County 
road No. 29 and Lots 18, 20, 21 and 22 in the 6th Concession of the 
Township of Blenheim, in the County of Oxford, and at Lots 18, 20, 
21 and 22 in the 7th Concession of the said Township, in the said 
County, and to take minerals, including gypsum, from and under such 
County Road No. 29 pursuant to The Mining Act R.S.O. 1960, Chap- 
ter 241, Section 654 and amendments thereto. 


WHEREAS Western Gypsum Products Limited proposes to carry 
on mining operations for gypsum at Lots 18, 20, 21 and 22 in the 6th 
Concession of the Township of Blenheim in the County of Oxford 
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and at Lots 18, 20, 21 and 22 in the 7th Concession of the said Town- 
ship, in the said County, and desires authority and permission ‘to 
construct, establish and maintain corridors, means of communication 
and facilities, incidental to mining, under County road No. 29 where 
it adjoins the site of said proposed mining operations and the right to 
take the minerals including gypsum, which may be found under said 
County road No. 29 where it adjoins the site of said proposed mining 
operations, over which County road No. 29 the County of Oxford has 
jurisdiction; 


AND WHEREAS Western Gypsum Products Limited has made ap- 
plication to the Corporation of the County of Oxford for the grant 
of such authority, permission and right as aforesaid, and has requested 
that a By-law be passed by The Corporation of the County of Oxford 
granting such authority, permission and right to Western Gypsum 
Products Limited and The Corporation of the County of Oxford has 
considered it expedient to grant such request; 


AND WHEREAS pursuant to The Mining Act R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 
241, Section 654, and amendments thereto, notice of such intended 
By-law has been posted up in six of the most public places in the im- 
mediate neighbourhood of said County road No. 29, namely at the 
site of the proposed mining operations aforesaid and in the Villages 
of Innerkip, Drumbo, Bright, Plattsville and Princeton, at least one 
month previous to the time fixed for considering the said By-law. 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of The Corporation of the County 
of Oxford enacts as follows: 


1. That Western Gypsum Products Limited, hereinafter called the 
Company, its successors and assigns, be and it is hereby:

2. That the Corporation of the County of Waterloo hereby 
covenants and agrees to maintain and keep in repair the boundary 
bridges as defined in R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 171, Section 55, including 
their approaches thereto for the full width of the highway, on the 
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boundary road, or the road used in lieu thereof, between the Town- 
ship of North Dumfries in the County of Waterloo, and the Town- 
ship of Blenheim in the County of Oxford.

8. That the salaries of the County Home Staff be established by the 
Board of Management of the Oxford County Home for the Aged. 


9. That the Jailer, Chief Turnkey, Turnkeys, acting Turnkeys, Ma- 
tron, acting Matrons and Surgeon shall be paid salaries as authorized 
by County Council. 


10. That the Chairman of the Property Committee shall be paid the 
sum of $50.00 for his services as Chairman. 


11. That each Member of the Board of Audit for the County shall be 
paid $12.00 for each day of their attendance at such Audit, and 20 
cents per mile for each mile necessarily travelled thereto to attend 
the Audit.

Ist. The work programme for the year 1962 is well advanced. 
and should be completed before the cold weather sets in for the 
winter. Tenders have been called on all contract work and contracts 
awarded on all the work except the culvert extensions on Road 16, 
Con. I-II West Zorra on which no bids were received when tenders 
clesed on August 7. The road and bridge construction work carried 
over from 1961 has all been completed. The road construction work 
for 1962 is well under way. Bridge construction work, except as not- 
ed above, will be completed this year.

The 
expenditure under the supplementary by-law will be some $16,000.00 
less than the amount approved in the estimates for the year. All the 
work provided for and detailed in previous reports this year will 
be completed except the construction work north of Springford and 
the handrails on the Dereham and South Norwich boundary bridge. 
It is hoped that the work on the road north of Springford will be 
completed to the stage that there will be a solid base for winter 
and spring use of the road. 


GENERAL 


The expenditure in the General Account will not exceed the 
$33,465.00 provided for in the estimates. 


MACHINERY 


The operation of the Woodstock and Embro machinery shops 
will exceed the estimated cost by approximately $2,500.00. This 
extra expenditure was on improving the Woodstock yard when extra 
land was taken in and fenced when the County Home farm was sold. 
Tenders for a new truck and snow plow have been called and the 
Department of Highways has approved of the purchase of an Inter- 
national Truck with Frink plows at a cost of $17,098.00. 
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BRIDGES AND CULVERTS 


The expenditure on bridges and culverts on the County Road 
System and on Boundary Bridges will be approximately $239,900.00; 
the amount provided for in the estimates. This amount is based on 
all the structures except the Dereham-South Norwich boundary 
bridge being completed and finalized this year. 


CONSTRUCTION 


Surveys and construction plans are now being completed on 
Road 18, Salford to New Lawson; Road 14, Con. II and III East 
Oxford; Road 16, Youngsville easterly to Con. 9 and 10 East Zorra; 
and Road 29 Drumbo easterly. Construction work on Roads 14 and 
33 has been completed. Work on Road 18, Springford northerly, is 
now in progress. Road 10 through concessions X - XI - XII, Dere- 
ham Township was surfaced with a double surface treatment and 
Road 13 Holbrook South, Road 14 Towerline Road and Road 16 west 
of Road 6 were surfaced with Bituminous plant mix. There was ex- 
pended during the year $359,570.00 on Suey Road Construction 
and Paving. 


MAINTENANCE 


General Maintenance was carried on during the year. Snow- 
fences were taken down in the Spring, stored and erected this 
autumn. An additional 25,000 ft. of snowfence was purchased to 
replace fence that through the years of use was no longer service- 
able. 


Two applications of dustlayer were applied on all the gravel 
roads. The roadsides were sprayed with Chemical Weed Killer except 
where there was danger of damaging crops and the shoulders of 
the roads were mowed. Stock piles of sand treated with Highway 
Course Salt have been put in five different locations in the County. 
6467 cu. yds. of sand were added to the piles which had approxi- 
mately 1500 cu. yds. in them from last winter. 
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The following schedule gives the major maintenance operations 
and their cost to November 15th.

The foregoing is a general outline of the work carried out during 
the year but should any member of the Council require costs, quan- 
tities and details of any project or operation, the road superintendent 
will be only too pleased to furnish same. 


Your Committee recommends that a by-law, subject to the 
approval of the Department of Transport, be passed authorizing 
full loads to be carried on vehicles over County Road # 32 and that 
part of County Road # 14 known as the Towerline Road, during the 
months of March and April. 


Your Committee recommends that a by-law subject to 
approval by the Department of Transport, be passed authorizing a 
maximum rate of speed of 60 miles per hour upon County Road # 32 
(Governor’s Road) from the westerly limit of the City of Woodstock 
to the easterly limit of the Village of Thamesford. 
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4th. Your committee recommends that the County of Oxford 
approve of the construction of the Nith River Bridge on the Brant 
County Boundary opposite lot I, Con. I, Blenheim Township; that 
the project be undertaken in conjunction with the Township of Blen- 
heim in re-constructing the bridge over the CNR tracks and the 
Consultants employed by the Township of Blenheim in re-construct- 
ing the Railway overpass be employed by the County.

BY-LAW No. 1739 
Municipality of the County of Oxford 


RESPECTING THE WEIGHT OF LOADS TO BE CARRIED 
ON VEHICLES 


WHEREAS subsection 8 of section 54 of The Highway Traffic Act 
(R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 172) provides that :— 


The municipal corporation or other authority having jurisdiction 
over any highway, may declare that the provisions of subsections 4 
and 5 do not apply to any or all of the highways under its juris- 
diction; 


AND. WHEREAS restriction of loads is not deemed necessary for 
the protection of certain highways in the Municipality of the County 
of Oxford; 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the County 
of Oxford enacts as follows :— 


1. The provisions of subsections 4 and 5 of section 54 of the 

Highway Traffic Act do NOT apply to the highways named here- 

under :— 

‘That part of County Road # 14 from Kings Highway # 401 to 
Kings Highway # 58. 


The whole of County Road # 82 from Westerly Limit of the 
City of Woodstock to the Junction of Kings Highway # 2 at the 
Village of Thamesford. 


2. This By-law shall not become effective until approved by the 
Department of Transport.

Municipality of the County of Oxford 
AUTHORIZING SPEED LIMITS 


WHEREAS subsection 6a of section 59 of the Highway Traffic Act 
(R.S.O. 1960, Chapter 172) authorizes the council of a township or 
county by By-law to prescribe a lower or higher rate of speed for 
motor vehicles on a highway or portion of a highway under its 
jurisdiction that is not within a built-up area, urban area or subur- 
ban district than is prescribed in clause a of subsection 1 of section 
59, but such rate of speed shall not be less than 35 miles per hour 
or more than 60 miles per hour; 


AND WHEREAS it is deemed expedient that the speed limit for 
motor vehicles upon certain highways in the Municipality of the 
County of Oxford be either decreased or increased or both; 


NOW THEREFORE the Council of the Corporation of the Muni- 
cipality of the County of Oxford enacts as follows: 


1. No person shall drive a motor vehicle upon the highways o1 
portions of highways designated in Schedule “A”, appended hereto, 
at greater rates of speed than the rates of speed prescribed in the 
schedule. 


DA This By-law shall not become effective until approved by the 
Department of Transport.

participate in the Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement System 
as of the Ist day of January 1963, and authorizes the treasurer to 
submit this election in writing to the Secretary-Treasurer of the 
Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement Board. 


2. Every person who becomes an employee of the Corpo- 
ration on or after the Ist day of January 1963, shall, as a condition 
of his employment, become a member of the System on the com- 
pletion of six months of service on a continuous full-time basis. 


3. Every person who becomes an employee of the Corporation 
after the 1st day of January 1963, and is already participating in the 
Ontario Municipal Employees Retirement System, shall, as a condi- 
tion of his employment, continue to participate in the system, but 
shall not be required to wait the six-month period as mentioned 
in clause 2. 


4, The Treasurer of the Corporation is hereby authorized to de- 
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duct and to remit the employer and employee contributions as re- 
quired, to execute all necessary documents and to do such things as 
are necessary to carry out the intent of this By-law. 


5.’ The Corporation hereby elects to participate together with 
the following local Boards of the Corporation as a single employer:
